He is 
believed to be the young robber who 
entered the Baldwin Park bank 
dressed in a chamois-skin coat and 
disguised with dark

glasses. The three are held at the 
county jail.

the quarter ending in December, 
Covina headed the list of towns of 
this area with $8,582.58, Azusa be- 
ing a close second, however, with 
$8,468.53 paid. The extra business 
that Azusa is taking in from the 
business in the San Gabriel canyon 
during the times that the dams are 
under construction, and the trade 
taken in from the traffic along the 
Foothill boulevard, has boosted the 
business of our city to the north. 


The amount of sales tax paid in a 


particular city should be a fairly ac- 
curate barometer of trade except in 
the case of chain stores, where the 
returns are generally made from the 
main offices.

the League of Nations. Some of us may agree 
that the League of Nations is dangerous at 
this time, and that entrance into it by the 
United Staves would involve us in the many 
undesirable intrigues constantly being fo- 
mented on the continent, and in Asia. 


But the League of Nations is an idealism, 


and similar in its intent to that of the teach- 
ings of the Christian religion. As one editor, 
we are not ready to condemn a church or its 
minister for advocating world peace thru 
pacts and agreements entered into by all na- 
tions. Perhaos such pacts will not work now, 
but it should be remembered that the Chris- 
tian religion itself has been working up to 
this point over a period of two thousand years. 


Judge Rutherford, we believe, is assuming 


too strongly the role of a modern John the 
Baptist. His prophecy that the League of 
Nations will fail; that it is a creation of the 
devil, and that the world must pass thru an- 
other cataclysm of war greater in intensity 
than the world war before it can be cleansed 
and made ready for the receiving of the spirit, 
smacks too much of propaganda on this earth 
and not from above. 


We would like to have it explained just 


how it is possible for Judge Rutherford and 
his association to spend hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars on one broadcast, as was the 
case last Sunday. Every newspaper, even 
weeklies of the types of the Covina Argus, 
received paid advertising for the issue prior 
to the broadcast. Big advertising spaces ap- 
peared in all the metropolitan newspapers. 
We are in position to know something of the 
aggregate costs of such advertising. 


Could it be that the attack on the League

Private Berry enlisted in the ma-

Congress on the Spot— 


This week marks possibly the highest point 


in national legislation reached since the time 
of Andrew Jackson, but the people, as a 
whole, know little or nothing of the struggle 
in Washington. 


The national securities act, fought bitterly 


in secret and in the open, with every weapon 
that Wall Street can wield, is "on the fire" 
in the halls of congress. It is the first real 
attempt to curb stock market gambling, and 
to protect the investing public. 


The battle has been to secure the opening 


of the bill to amendments, and if this is allow- 
ed, it will be emasculated, rendered useless, 
and we will continue as before. The bill as 
it stands has been declared to be "lawyer 
proof" by its enemies. Certain amendments 
are asked by international bankers and stock 
dealers, in order that there may be loopholes. 


The bill closes innumerable avenues and 


lanes thru which high finance has been in 
the habit of ruthlessly driving. If passed as 
originally drawn, and signed by the president, 
it will close these avenues. 


The fight is bitter; it is being waged in 


every corner of the country by the issuance 
of literature from Wall Street. Its passage in 
original form will be a test, of the New Deal. 
If the bill is defeated or modiiied. it means 
that the very capstone of the New Deal struc- 
ture has toppled.

When the sales tax went into effect there 


was one phase not visualized, and while com- 
paratively unimportant, it doe£ shed new light 
on the business quotients of all communities. 


From Edwin T. Keiser, county sales tax 


administrator, this newspaper has received 
this week a compilation of sales tax returns 
from cities and towns, and better than per- 
haps any other statistics it shows how much 
business is being transacted. 


In Los Angeles county unincorporated dis- 


tricts all told, for the year's quarter ending 
last December, $315,337.60 was returned to 
the state in sales taxes; from the city of Al- 
hambra for that period, $56,964.78; Arcadia, 
84410.39; Azusa, $8468.53; Bell, $8044.45; Bev- 
erly Hills, $64,889.30; Burbank, $34,590.15; 
Claremoiit, $4184.55; Compton, $20,696,44; Co- 
viiia, $8582.58; El Monte, $11,500.08; Glen- 
dora, $4447.90; La Verne, $1804.08; Monrovia, 
814,940.74; Monterey Park, $3224.29; Pomona, 
856,792.36; Whittier, $32,760.35. Sales taxes 
for the present quarter are due and payable 
on April first, the commissioner points out. 
Out of 73,000 merchants in the county who 
took out sales tax permits, only 4000 were 
delinquent in making returns, he says, and 
these are being rapidly cleared up. 


But the significance to the average citizen, 


beyond that of providing revenue for the state 
thru these penny taxes, is that it sheds a re- 
vealing light on the amount of business being 
done by communities. In the San Gabriel 
vaUey, Covina's little mile-square, the small- 
est political subdivision in area in the state, 
the returns show beyond doubt that Covina 
is an important trading center in comparison 
with other neighboring cities. It shows that 
Covina is surrounded by a territory of sub- 
stantial buying power.

Expert Explains 


Credit Systems 


How to use credit and deferred 


payments as sales aids, was the topic 
of the last meeting of the series on 
retail merchandising, held in connec- 
tion with the Covina evening high 
school, on Tuesday evening, March 


The speaker was Harrison Mat- 


thews, well known in business affairs 
as sales and credit manager here in 
southern California. He emphasized 
the possibilities for increasing the 
unit of sales as well as building 
profit for themselves from their 
goods. 


The talk, in the main, was devoted 


to successful retail merchandising 
and how it is closely associated with 
the youth and his education. The 
public of today has an experience 
in values that was not understood in 
the past. Mr. Matthews said that all 
effort by advertisers 
and other 


stimulating influences are directed 
toward that end. 


He also pointed out that 87 per 


cent of all business today is being 
done on the installment or deferred 
payment plan, and that successful 
merchandising in southern Califor- 
nia is tied up with this type of sell- 
ing. The possession of the article 
creates an incentive in the mind to 
make people save and work. 


It was shown that many people 


suppose that loss from bad debts in 
most big firms amounts to large 
sums, while in fact, a concern having 
50,000 accounts on its books has a 
set-up of two per cent to take care 
of bad debts. The loss for several 
years has amounted to less than 
one-half of one per cent. 


Mr. Matthews proved to be an able 


leader in an open forum in which 
many questions of interest to our 
local merchants were discussed. The 
merchandiser must be the aggressor 
to make sales. Many merchants are 
looking for a savior to business in 
some other way other than thru 
themselves. 


He believes it must come from 


business itself, rather than from an 
outside force. Some of the best ad- 
vertising is done thru the local pa- 
pers, carrying with it the pulling 
power which is the purpose desired. 
Mr. Matthews pointed out that good 
advertising is found in our local 
communities as well as by experts in 
larger areas.

Delayed Bloom 


Natural After 


Many growers are worrying about 


the condition of their deciduous fruit 
and walnut trees this spring, accord- 
ing to M. H. Kimball, assistant farm 
ad"visor in Los Angeles county for 
the University cf California. 
In- 


quiries and comments are frequent 
to the effect that walnut, peach, ap- \ 
ricot and other deciduous fruit trees . 
must be almost dead, as they are 
slow coming into bloom, and in put- 
ting out leaves. 


Mr. Kimball points out that these 


trees are not dead, but that the nor- 
mal 
development 
of 
leaves 
and 


bloom is delayed as a result of warm 
temperatures which existed during 
December, January, and February 
past. This condition, known as "de- 
layed foliation" or "abnormal dor- 
mancy," has occurred in southern 
California many times in the last ten 
years. 


The delayed condition is not a 


failure of the trees to go completely 
dormant. It is rather a failure of the 
tree to "wake up" in the spring. 
There is nothing one can do to bring 
them out. Irrigation is of no avail; 
in fact irrigation should be_ delayed 
until the trees have had a chance to 
develop leaves and use the water in 
the soil. While trees are somewhat 
weakened by delay and poor crop 
usually results, Mr. Kimball points 
out, thev do not die from this cause, 
adding that some varieties may not 
be in full leaf until May or oarly 
June.

anced food thru an experiment con- 
ducted with white mice, and as a 
result the children have been heard 
to remark, "I drink my milk," or, 
"I'm going to eat my vegetables." 


Miss Geraldine Aschenbrenner, the 


teacher of the class, conceived the 
idea of combining a reading lesson 
with the idea that to build strong 
bodies certain foods must be eaten 
by using a family of white mice in 
which the children had grown in- 
terested. Young mice of equal size 
were separated into two pens, over 
which hung the signs, "Watch us 
grow, we eat water, candy, cake, ice 
cream and white bread," over the 
other pen, "Watch us grow; we eat 
water, fruit, vegetables, milk, cer- 
eals, meat." At the end of a period 
of time the two sets of mice were 
carefully weighed, and it was found 
the properly fed mice outweighed 
the others, the weights being 6 and 
8 ounces. Both pens were then put 
on the proper diet and the underfed 
pair, in a short time, gained to with- 
in half an ounce of the weight of 
the properly fed pair. 


Visual education is being strongly 


advocated for the lower grades, and 
the improvement of these tiny ani- 
mals on proper foods has apparently 
made more effect on these young 
children than any amount of verbal 
instruction, according to Principal 
Ralph Chambers, who was an en- 
thusiastic onlooker thruout the ex- 
periment.

MEXICO KNOWS HOW 


On his trip to Mexico City, where 


Chief Davis recently took the Los 
Angeles police force pistol team, he 
made a study of crime conditions in 
the Mexican capital. He presented 
figures to prove to the Covina audi- 
ence that certainty of punishment 
has reduced crime to a minimum in 
Mexico City, while uncertainty of 
punishment has brought crime to a 
high point in Los Angeles. 


Mexico City has not had a bank 


robbery in seven years, and had only 
36 bandit cases last year. Los An- 
geles had 2596 robberies last year, 
more than in England and Ireland. 


Chief Davis made a plea to his 


audience for a scientific attitude to- 
ward crime. He thinks that we have 
not yet developed a people that ac- 
tually wants to see justice carried 
out in an impartial way. Several 
instances were pointed out of the 
influence and pressure brought to 
bear on judges and authorities to 
obtain light sentences or probation. 


BAD SENTIMENT 


No sentimental tears should be 


wasted on dangerous criminals, in 
Chief Davis's opinion. His men, who 
have been trained to beat them to 
the trigger, accounted for 43 last 
year. Nine cents worth of lead is 
cheaper for the taxpayers than $50,- 
000 worth of delayed criminal trials, 
although the chief says his men are 
instructed to shoot only when a dan- 
gerous man attempts to pull a gun 
or escape. 


The recent increase in Communis- 


tic propaganda; the tendency to- 
ward crime among youths; the 100 
per cent increase in arrests for 
drunkenness and drunken driving; 
and the 18 per cent reduction in 
crime in the last seven months in 
Los Angeles were other phases of 
the criminal situation discussed by 
the speaker.

13 Millions in Los 


Angeles County 


Ending March 22, approximately 


$418,000 was disbursed to employee 
of the Los Angeles county civi 
works administration, according t 
Lieutenant Bruce D. Rindlaub, as 
sistant disbursing officer. 


This was the weekly payroll for 


31,000 employees, and brings the to- 
tal for Los Angeles county to $13,- 
000,000 for its seventeen weeks of 
operation. Because of demobilization 
this payroll was $78,000 in the pre- 
vious week.

HEAVY LAYOFF
